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Summary: 21 species of casebearer moths are recorded from Siberia after the determination 
of material collected by D. FLororr in Siberia in the 1920s and 1930s. Two species are re- 
corded from Russia for the first time: Haploptilia hemerobiola (Fitipsev, 1926) and Ecebalia 
pappiferella (HOFMANN, 1869) and three species for the first time from Siberia: Ecebalia ba- 
gorella (FatkovitsH, 1977), Ecebalia cristata (BALDIZzoNE, 1989) and Casignetella expressella 
(KLEMENSIEWICZ, 1902). 


After the determination of Coleophoridae material collected by the russian zoologist Dr. 
D. FLororF (now at disposal in the Zoological Institute of Russia Academy of Sciences, St. Pe- 
tersburg) we have found 21 species from different parts of Siberia. Dr. FLororr took part in 
expeditions to Ural (Sverdlovsk District: vill. Nikola, vill. Gryaznukha, vill. Verhnya Gora in 
1934-1936); to Tuva (railway station Turan, mts Zangisany, small river Y-Khy-Khar’ in 1938); to 
Transbaikalia (Chita District: vill. Mondy, Konda river, Kashtak - vicinity vill. Smolenka, vill. 
Kultuk, mts Haradaban in 1928-1938). 


This manuscript also adds the number of species to the casebearer fauna of Siberia, which 
haven’t been recorded in the works of this territory (FALKOVITSH, 1983; FALKOvITSH et al., 1997; 
Biozitya et al., 1998). 

The taxonomic order corresponds mainly to the scheme proposed by Tout (1953, 1962) in 
which we use some additions and modern systematic remarks (Capuse, 1971, 1973; FALKOVITSH, 
1972, 1987). The symbol * means that the species is listed for the first time from Russia; ** - 
for the first time from Siberia.
